SUMMARY OF INTERVIEW 

The following is a summary of the telephone interview held on May 13, 2005 between 
Applicants' representative Marc Morley, and Examiner VanderVegt. 

Principal Arguments and Other Matters 

Applicants' representative pointed out that the response to the final Office Action was filed on 
January 31, 2005, which is within 2 months of the mailing of the final Office Action. Accordingly, box 
IB should have been checked on the Advisory Action mailed on April 29, 2005, rather than box 1 A. 

Results of Interview 

The Examiner and Applicants' representative, Marc T. Morley agreed that box 1 A was checked 
in error, and that box IB should have been checked. Therefore, the Examiner agreed that extension 
fees for filing a response to final Office Action are to be determined in a manner consistent with box 
IB having been checked on the Advisory Action mailed on April 29, 2005.
